There are no 
fgures obtainable here to show whether 
this has been interfered with, but it doubt- 
less has, as China is retaliating in every 
pssible way against us for our unfriendly 
legislation. 

Is It Worth the Expense? 
It costs the people a few dollars annually 
to keep congress going. And yet there is 
wt that extravagance which some people 
would imagine from occasional sensational 
reports. 
The total expenditures of congress, which 
Mean the salaries of senators and repre- 
sentatives and clerks of all descriptions, 
amount to $3.582,758. Of this sum the sen- 
ate costs $1,012,598 a year—$440,000 of it go- 
ing for senators’ salaries, $45,000 for mileage 
and $420,778 for clerk hire. ‘The house spends 
$900,000 for salaries to members, $130,000 for 
mileage and $415,165 for clerk hire. Besides 
this, $102,839 is expended for clerical work 
for individual members.

ROW AMONG THE ELKS. 


Delegates Withdraw from the Graad 
Lodge. 

Jamestown, N. Y., June 18.—At 5:20 o’clock 
this evening the Elks’ grand lodge special 
session began. The delay was caused by 
the deliberations of the committee on cre- 
dentials. Exalted Ruler Apperly made a 
brief speech, in which no reference was 
made to the disseusions in the order. The 
roll call at the opening session showed 166 
members of the grand lodge present. A 
large number of lodges were not repre- 
sented. 

At 5 o’clock seventy members of the 
grand lodge withdrew and. proceeded to 
take the train for Atlantic City, the with- 
drawing delegation including members from 
Portland, Ore.; Buffalo, Leadville, Denver, 
Brooklyn, Chicago, Lancaster, Pa.; Dan- 
bury, Conn., and others. By a vote of 
76 to 1 the grand lodge approved the re- 
port of the committee on laws and appeals, 
Sustaining the action of Grand Exalted 
Ruler Apperly in suspending Grand Trus- 
tees Vanderlip, Campbell and Laubein, and 
appointing Messrs. Middaugh, Robe and 
Rake in their place. By a vote of 84 to 2 
they approved the action of the grand 
trustees in appointing Jamestown as the 
meeting place of the grand lodge. 

Fifteen lodges were read out of the 
Order of Elks at the afternoon session of 
the grand lodge until they make proper 
returns to the officers. They were: Phil- 
adelphia, San Francisco, Baltimore, Me- 
ridian, Albany, New Bedford, Lowell, New 
Pdért, R. I.; Wilkes-Barre, Brockton, Hav- 
erhill, Boston, Richmond, Worcester and 
Indianapolis. Newark was exempted from 
this action. 

Jamestown, N. Y., June 18.—Injunction 
papers restraining Exalted Ruler Apperly 
and Grand Secretary Myers from using the 
books, paper or moneys of the grand lodge 
of Elks or holding a grand lodge session 
outside of New York state were served 
upon them at 4 o’clock this morning. The 
injunction did not stop the numerous Se- 
cessions trom the Jamestowntothe Atlan- 
tic City meeting.

Atlantic City, N. J., June 18.—The grand 
lodge of Benevolent and Protective Order 
of Elks will convene in annual session in 
the Academy of Music at this place tomor- 
row morning. Nearly all of the grand offi- 
cers are here, and the remainder will ar- 
rive in the morning from Jamestown, N. 
Y. Over 1,000 members are in town and 
many more are expected. A big parade 
will be held in the morning and a social 
session will be held in the evening, at 
which covers have been laid for 5,000. 

PAY THEM IN SILVER. 
A Proposition Which Involves the 
Coinage of Silver. 

Washington, June 18.—The Nicaragua 
canal bill, which will be reported to the 
house, has so far assumed tangibility that 
only one point remains to be settled. That 
is the question of the kind of funds to be 
issued by the government, and it was dis- 
cussed at great length in today’s meeting 
of the subcommittee, a most~ important 
proposition being taken up which involves 
the coinage of silver to defray in whole or 
part the expenses of the work. The idea 
of issuing silver met with great favor from 
the committeemen. Roughly speaking, one- 
third of the expenditures on tne canal will 
be for labor. Silver is the current money 
meuum of Central America, and it was 
argued that the workingmen could be paid 
in that coin, and many other expenses as 


well.

Whidden met Swain and, protessing friend- 
liness, invited him to his (Whidden’s) house 
to dinner. Swain accepted, and, while eat- 
ing, Whidden ordered him to throw up his 
hands. Swain reached for gun and 
Whidden shot him dead. Mrs. Whidden 
anu several children were at the table 
when the tragedy occurred.

STUDENTS AND TROOPS. , 


A Riot on Account of Closing Naples | 


University. 

Rome, June 18.—The closing of Naples 
university, on account of the riotous con- 
duct of the students, has been followed bv 
a violent agitation which culminated ina 
hot fight between tne students and troops 
this afternoon. The scudenis had attempi- 
ed to force open the university building, 
and had driven off the police, who tried to 
subdue them. They refused to disperse 
when the three companies of infantry came 
up on the double quick. Several stones 
were thrown at the troops, and the leaders 
of the students defied them to charge. 
Eventually two of the three companies ad- 
vanced with fixed bayonets. The students 
stood their ground, fighting desperately 
with clubs and stones. After many on both 
sides had been wounded the military ar- 
rested the leaders of the mob and scat- 


tered the others. 


Wouldn’t Accept the Reduction. 

Wilmington, N. C., June 18—The Wil- 
mington cotton mills are closed. Saturday 
the operatives were notified that their wa- 
ges would be reduced today. The board of 
directors had a meeting at which a hear- 
ing was given the committee of operatives. 
After a full discussion of the matter the 
directors decided to adhere to the reduced 
schedule of wages, which the operatives 
declined to accept. The mills were running 
on full time and the notice of a reduction 
was unexpected. No prospect of a settle- 
ment is in sight

A JOINT DEBATE AT ROCK AIL. 


The Governor and the Senator Have 
\ 
It Hot and Heavy. 


NOTHING PERSONALLY OFFENSIVE. 


Tillman Advocates Paper Money—He 
Charges His Opponent with Bringing 
People tothe Meeting on Free Passes. 


Rock Hill, 8S. C., June 18.—(Special.)—T'wo 
thousand people heard Senator Butler and 
Governor Tillman, the four candidstes for 
governor and congressmen Strait open the 
campaign here today. Of these, from eight 
hundred to a thousand were residents of 
other counties and Butler adherents. Most 
of them were from Greenville, Fairfield, 
Union and Spartanburg counties, and it is 
said that they were afforded free trans- 
portation. 

The crowd was with Butler, the proportion 
being about five to three in his favor. The 
crowd was good humored, and the very 
best of order prevailed. Dozens of special 
policemen were on duty. Senator Butler 
addressed three hundred of his followers in 
a hall this morning, taking occasion to 
deny a rumor alleged to have been circu- 
lated that Tillman was to be assassinated. 
Hie expressed the wish that the campaign 
would be free from disorder, and that argu- 
ment and not passion would prevail. 

The significant feature of the day was 
the proposition by Butler that a special box 
be provided at the primaries at which the 
democrats could express their individual 
choice for senator, and the result of which 
the candidates should bind themselves to 
abide by. This Governor Tillman ccclined 
to accept, saying that it was a matter for 
the state executive’ committee to decide, 
and with which he had nothing to do. But- 
ler replied by characterizing him as an 
artful dodger, fleeing behind the executive 
committee to escape answering a categorical 
question. 

Congressman Strait, a 
‘election, opened the ball with a thirty 
minutes denunciation of congress, Cleve- 
land and monopolies, which made little or 
no impression. 

More Money Demanded. 

Tillman followed. He argued strongly 
for a greenback currency, declaring that 
paper money was good enough to whip the 
confederacy with, and that it ought to be 
good enough to save the southern people 
from the poorhouse. He urged the neces- 
sity of political alliance between the west 
end south, and denounced eastern demo- 
c.ats as no better than western republic- 
ans. He characterized Cleveland that 
“ola bag of beef’? in the white house who 
uad violated all the pledges of the demo- 
cratic platform. He did not favor the sub- 
treasur?, because, he said, ‘‘we must hitch 
the fight on the demand for a greater 
volume of currency: by restoring silver and 
the issue of paper money, and waste no 
energy on devising means for its distribu- 
tion.’’ 

The Trouble with the Country. 

The matter with the country, he declar- 
ed, was that it had nct sufficient money to 
do business with. He twitted Butler with 
bringing men to the meeting on free passes, 
and insisted that they did not represent 
York county, which would go for him by 
1.000 votes. He was ready to stand on his 
record, and would defend every act of his 
administration. 

The governor concluded by telling Bill 
Arp’s story of ‘“‘Big John,”’ who, during the 
war, fled from the yankees in an ox cart 
with the ox’s tail knotted through the 
dashboard to prevent the ox from escaping. 
If he was sent to the senate, he could not 
do precisely, the same thing, but he could 
go up into a mountain, gather rocks and 
smash them into everybody that came 
along. The only hope for the people was 
to get together and drive out the bond- 
holders and robbers. in congress and the 
white house, and thus deliver themselves 
from fhe bondage of Lombard street, Gov: 
ernor Tillman’s speech was free from mat- 
ter of a persenally offensive nature. He 
was often applauded, but awakened no

great enthusiasm. ; 
Batler on His Own Record. 

Butler, after making the separate box 
proposition, intimated that ring rule and 
caucus rule prevailed amony the ‘liilman 
leaders. He was tauntingly aggressive, 
but guarded in his language from the start. 
The crowd cheered him loudly to the finish 
and often he was forced to halt fcr a 
minute for the applause to subside. fe 
declared that free passes were a delicate 
subject for the governor to tackie and 
that he had better let “it drap at once.” 
“Things have come to a nice pass, anyhow, 
when a South Carvlinian cannot ride about 
the state without getting Marse ben’s per- 
mission.’” He was as far from Cleveland as 
Tillman, but he took no stock in the abuse 
hurled at him. Butler defended the tari 
bill, predicted its passage and said that It 
was lower in its scale of duties than the 
Mills bill. Democrats could stand upon it. 
It was the most satisfactory bill ever be- 
fore congress because it suited the extrem- 
cf neither parry. 

A Free Silwer Man. 

He had voted for the state hank tax 
repeal bill and for free silver. He ventured 
to predict that the republicans im 1896 wouid 
incorporate free silver in their platrorm 
and thought democrats north, east, soutn 
and west should get in ahead by organizing 
silver leagues. He mercilessly ridiculed 
Tillman’s Big John and rock hurling points, 
exclaiming, “Oh, what a spectacie would 
he be with that platform in the senate,” 
going to congress merely to throw rocks 
and offering no remedy. 

Parting Shots. 

Tillman, in his ten-minute reply, roused 
the crowd and was cheered as heartily as 
Butler. He devoted it 
what he had accomplished in throttling tne 
Coosaw monopoly, winning the railroad tax 
cases and establishing the 
dustrial school. 

Butter rose to reply with both factions 
cheering lustily. He neld a big yellow 
envelope menacingly in his nand, announc- 
ing that his ammunition was stored in it, 
and that he would hereafter frank’y but 
with good rumor review all the sovernor’s

MINERS HOLD A MEETING. 


They Resolve to Continue the Strike. 
Another Trestle Blown Up. 
Birmingham, Ala., June 18.—(Special.)—A 
monster mass meeting was held today in 
the woods near Adamsville by the striking 
miners. Two thousand men were in at- 
tendance, and they came from all «ections 
in the district. After organizing, speeches, 
_ which were very warm in their character, 
were made, and before adjourning it was 
resolved to continue the strike; to hold 
another meeting July 4th; to vote fcr the 
entire populist ticket at the next election. 
Newspaper correspondents were excluded 
from the meeting, and sentinels were 
placed to prevent any but miners from 

attending. 

Two special trains were held in readiness 
all day at Camp Forney to carry the Third 
regiment, which is now in camp, in case 
of any necessity, but their services were 
not required. Nearly every mine in the 
district has been filled with imported negro 
labor, and the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railway Company have made en offer. to 
the striking miners to furnish them trars- 
portation free to the fields of Whio and 
Pennsylvania. 

About midnight last night, dynamite was 
placed under another trestle on the Geor- 
gia Pacific road near Coalburg, und ex- 
ploded. 

United States Marshall Musgrove carried 
out a number of deputies again tocay to 
protect the property of the Georzia Pacific 
and Sheffield roads. Every mining camp in 
the district is well guarded tonight for 
fear of attack.

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GOOD YEAR FOR SNAKES. 


M>. O'Neal, of Texas, Has an Expe- 
rience with a Nest of Coachwhips. 
Patrick, Tex., June 18.—(Special.)—While 
a Mr. O’Neal, of this place, was out hunt- 
ing the other day scme three miles frem 
home in Rock creek bottom, he ran upon a 
den of snakes of the coachwhip variety. 
As he approached the den the old snake 
attacked him, winding herself about his 
body and lashing him with her tail. Finally 
he succeeded in freeing himself by cutting 
the snake in two with his pocket knife. 
After the snake was cut in two the head 
part started to crawl off towards the den. 
O'Neal recovered his rifle which had fallen 
from his hand in the scuffle and shot 
the snake through the head. After becoming 
composed he gathered up both parts of the 
snake and measured them. It measured 
seventeen feet four and a quarter inches. 
Going to the den after his fight with the 
old snake, O’Neal found a perfect mass of 
young snakes. He killed fifty-nine of them, 
several getting away. Those that he killed 
varied from six to eight feet in length.

Chattanooga, Tenn., June 18.—(Special.)— 
Judge Key, of the United States court, here, 
today authorized the receivers of the East 
Tennessee Land Company to carry out the 
deal by which 9,000 acres of coal land on 
Brushy mountain is to be transferred to the 
State for penitentiary purposes. The court 
also authorized the receivers of the Harri- 
man Coal, Iron and Railway Company to 
complete the railway from Harriman to 
Brushy mountain. The deeds to the land 
w.ll now be executed at once. The price 
to be paid is $80,000. The coal mines on 
Brushy mountain will be worked by state 
convicts.

ARRAIGNS HIS PARTY. 


Judge Tourgee Charges the Republican 
Organization with Being Corrupt. 


HE HAS NOT FORGIVEN THE SOUTE. 


A Glimpse of a Jockey Boiling Down 
in Weight. 


GETTING EVEN WITH A CONDUCTOR. 


The Passenger Lost a Cigar and the Com- 
pany Lost Three Fares—Devol 
Going on the Stage. 


New York, June 18.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Judge Albion W. Tourgee, in de- 
clining to seek the republican nomination 
for congress in the Brooklyn district, ar- 
raigns his party for its corrupt, plutocratic 
and monopolistic tendencies, and especially 
for its evident desire to abandon. the 
‘“‘bloody shirt’’ issue. He says: ' 

“In order to promote the general con- 
sideration of these questions in withdraw- 
ing my name as a candidate for the repub- 
lican nomination, I desire as a citizen and 
as a republican most respectfully and earn- 
estly to protest: 

“1, Against the suppression and elimina- 
tion of the distinctive principle of the party, 
equal rights and free opportunity for all 
men, and the re-eStablishment of-the old 
whig party under its better name. 

“2. Against making the republican party 
a silent partner of the southern democracy 
in taking away the rights of citizenship 
from those it cost so much blood and treas- 
ure to redeem from bondage and clothe 
with inalienable rights now forbidden them 
to enjoy. Fortunately for liberty and jus- 
tice, God has made the permanent protec- 
tion of American industry impossible, ex- 
cept through the protection of the rights 
of American citizenship. As long as the 
free trade democracy of the south wields 
the power of 6,000,000 of citizens to whom 
all voice in government is denied, so long 
will northern industries feel the blight 
which slavery put upon them by the same 
methods.”’ 

Tourgee is not yet willing to forgive the 
North Carolinians for revolting against his 
carpetbag methods when he was a political 
adventurer in their state after the war, 
and in his eyes the republican party is un- 
vyorthy of support when it ceases its cru- 
sade in behalf of the negro against the 
southern whites. 

A Jockey’s Trials. 

On the floor of the hottest room in an up- 
town Russian bath yesterday a small man 
lay doubled up bemoaning his fate. Once 
in a while he would squirm over on his 
back or turn flat on his face and drum a 
tattoo on the floor with his fingers, while 
he went on with his inarticulate protesta- 
tions. He was a mere bag of skin and 
bones with a few sharply defined muscles 
in his arms and upper legs. In one hand 
he had a small, polished wooden stick obout 
the shape and size of an ordinary foot rule. 
This he rubbed over his back, shoulders 
and legs and wherever there was any flesh 
covering the bones. It was what might be 
called “‘the reverse picture of a jockey’s 
life.’ The man was a famous jockey, and 
the contrast between his reception at the 
grand stand when he comes in on the back 
of a winning horse, cheered by thousands 
of race goers, and his position squirming 
about on the floor of the hot room trying 
to reduce his weight another pound or two 
before the race in the afternoon, was very 
strong. The natural weight of this partic- 
ular jockey is about.126 pounds, and he was 
entered to ride at 108 pounds. He bad been 
in the hotroom two hours, without taking 
a drink of any kind. Finally he decided 
that he could not stand it any longer, and 
sent out for some sherry and ice. This he 
took with the air of a man who was con- 
sumed by thirst, and then settled back on 
the floor again and remarked chat that 
drink would put a quarter of a pound of 
weight on him within five minutes. 

A Man of Nerve. 

Sometimes men who are trying to break 
themselves of the tobacco habit in eitner 
of its forms find relief for the craving of 
the weed in carrying between their teetn 
an unlighted cigar. One of these “ary 
smokers’ got aboard a Third avenue car. 
He was ordered by the surly conductor to 
‘put it away.’’ He declined in a mild term, 
but in a positive manner. The Car ran on 
for a block, when the conductor steppe_4 
into the car, seized the cigar and threw 
it out of the open door. ‘““That will cost you 
just 15 cents,’’ said the quiet passenger as 
he arose, seized a handle of the rod con- 
necting with the register and rung up three 
fares. The conductor never said a@ word, 
but later on he transferred three nickels 
from the dividend which he had dectared 
on the trip into the pocket reserved for tne 
funds of the company.

Louisville, Ky., June 13.—(Special.)—Louis- 
vile is doing nobly by the exposition. Her 
press Has strongly taken it in hand, and the 
mercantile and manufacturing center of 
her commercial club unanimously passed 
the following resolutions brought before it 
by Colonel Avery: 

“Resolved, by the Commercial Club of 
Louisville, Ky., That in the financial de- 
pression now existing, the inauguration of 
a practical movement like the Cotton 
States and International exposition proposed 
to be held at Atlanta, Ga., in 1895, to add 
to the foreign commerce of the United 
States the business legitimately tributary 
to it from the other half of the American 
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hemisphere, now mostly enjoyed 
rope, merits the fullest sanction of every 
citizen of this union, and this bhody en- 
dorses it unconditionally as a timely and 
great effort for our national welfare. 

‘Resolved, That Louisville, the chief city 
of Kentucky, so affl in its attractions 
and resources and the focal point of a 
System of transportation that commands 
the seaports of the gulf and the Atlantic 
in a railway system of unrivaled ccnven- 
ience will be a main beneficiary of such 
increased foreign trade through southern 
instrumentality, and that both. the city 
and state should be represented «t such 
exposition in every class of product and 
achievement. ' 

“Resolved, That, as South America’s co- 
operation in this movement will be stimu- 
lated by the interest of our own govern- 
ment, as shown by the passage of the 
measure pending and favorably reported in 
congress for a national exhibit, we earnest- 
ly request our Kentucky senators and rep- 
resentatives at Washington to udvocate and 
vote for such exhibit, and that a copy of 
these resolutions be sent to each.” 

THE POLICE INTERFERED 

Just in Time to Prevent Choynski 
from Being Whipped. 

Boston, June 18.—There was an immense 
crowd of sporting men in the Boston thea- 
ter tonight to see the “go” between Joe 
Choynski and Bob Fitzsimmons, which was 
announced to be for eight rounds and gate 
money. They were disappointed in not see- 
ing the men fight to a finish, as the con- 
test was stopped in the fifth round by the 
police. The men entered the ring at 9:40 
o'clock, Fitzsimmons touching the scale at 
175 pounds and: Choynski at 162. The first 
round opened with a left lead by Fitzsim- 
mons that missed and went over Choyn- 
ski’s shoulders. He then landed his right 
on Joe’s ribs and they clinched twice. 
Choynski got in two raps on Fitz’s nose, 
then both landed right and left together. 
Fitzsimmons settled a hard right-hander 
on Joe’s ear just as time was called. 

In the second round Fitz again led the 
way, working upon Joe’s jaw twice. Then 
Choynski rushed and sent his left and then 
his right on Bob’s ribs. Lefts were freely 
exchanged, then Fritz’s strong right found 
a resting place on Joe’s body and Joe re- 
taliated by pushing his left into Bob’s face. 
Fitz missed a right-hander as the round 
closed. 

In the third round it was Choynski who 
began the fun, but ho slipped to the floor. 
Fitzsimmons tried to rush him, but Joe met 
him with his right on the jaw, flooring him. 
Fitz was dazed, but got up in less than ten 
seconds and Joe forced him around the 
ring, landing with both hands at will. He 
had Fitz groggy, but the latter braced up 
and was coming up strong in the last 
round and holding his own. 

Both men were tired in the fourth round 
and Fitz forced the fighting, landing left 
jabs on the face and right on the ribs. Fitz 
forced Joe to the floor, but he was up 
quickly. Fitz sent him down with a left 
and right on the wind and jaw. Joe was 
down but nine seconds, but Fitz kept after 
him and did great execution with both 
hands and floored Choynski twice. The 
call of time alone saved Choynski in this 
round. 

At the beginning of the fifth round Fitz 
rushed Croynski to the répes, again knock- 
ing him to the floor by a solid blow with 
the left. 
when he was once more on his feet Fitz 
forced him all around the ring and with a 
left-hander sent him down again. Joe arose 
quickly, but it was apparent he was out- 
classed, Fitz landing repeatedly with both 
hands, and the police kindly interfered and 
stopped the fight, which was declared a 
draw. 


JAMES ON THE SITUATION. 


The Ex-Postmaster General Is Inter- 
viewed in Chattanooga. 
Chattanooga, Tenn... June 18.—Ex-Post- 
master General James, of New York city, 
was in the city today to file his bond as 
receiver of the East Tennessee Land Com- 
pany. He had a long talk with a Times 
reporter this afternoon ;:on_ jpolitics, -in 
which he said some rather startling things 
for a republican. He said that he is of 
the opinion that the McKinley bill went too 
far and that tariff reform was necessary. 
He is much opposed to the Wilson bill and 
thinks that a republican victory is sure 
this fall in congressional elections. He is 
of the opinion that the republicans will 
nominate Robert T. Lincoln for president 
in 1896. He expressed himself as being 
heartily in favor of election laws which 
make some degree of education necessary 

to the voter. 

“T believe the day will come,” said he, 
“when the qualification of a voter shall 
be intelligence rather than simply the fact 
of being twenty-one years of age. I be- 
lieve, too, that women should be allowed 
to vote. That is, when they want to. There 
is no logical reason why an educated wo- 
man should not be ailowed to cast a bal- 
lot if she so desires.”’ 

On ‘the race question, General James 
very broad and liberal in his views. “I am 
not ready to believe that the brother in 
biack is as good as I am. I believe that 
th: south is kept solid in the democratic 
line by the race issue. I understand what 
tlie people of the south have to contend 
witn. To a great extent I do not blame 
the:n for their views amd actions. I think, 
however, that the race guestion will solve 
itself.’’ 

In reference to the business outlook, Gen- 
eral James said: “‘The depression has cer- 
tainly resched rock bottom. Times will 
not ge: any worse and in the natural 
course events must improve. For the 
next two or three months I believe the 
si-nation will not be changed. We must 
tide over the dull summer months the best 
way we can. There is all reason to hope 
that tiere will a great revival in the 
fal!.”’

face. The negro then drew a pistol and 
fired at her. Happily the ball missed her, 
lodging in the ceiling near by. Seeing that 
resistance was hopeless, Mrs. Wright rush- 
ed out of the house and fied toward the 
home of Wallace McAlister, her son-in- 
law, who lives near by. The brute pursued 
and caught her, when she had run about 
ea hundred yards. He then dragged her, 
screaming &Bnd struggling, back toward the 
house. By some means he became fright- 
ened and ran off without accomplishing his 
purpose. She then, more dead than alive. 
made her way to Mr. McAlister’s, and told 
what had happened. 

It took only a few minutes for a posse 
to form and go directly to the negro’s 
house and capture him. His brother-in-law 
stated to the posse that Owen had just 
come in. He was at once carried before 
Mrs. Wright, who identified him. Although 
Dr. Wright is sixty-four years old, it was 
with difficulty that three strong men pre- 
vented his killing the negro wnen he first 
saw him. On Saturday evening the negro 
was committed to jail, aftera commitment 
trial. Bailiffs Colwell and Maddox started 
to Fcrsyth with him. but were met at the 
bridge three miles below the falls, by three 
hundred armed men, who took the prison- 
er frum them and asked him if he was 
guilty. On his confessing, they strung him 
up to a limb by the roadside and riddled 
his body with bullets. Then pinning a pla- 
card on the body, warning all others of 
like nature that a similar punishment 
awaited them, the crowd dispersed. The 
body hung there till 6 o’ clock Sunday 
evening, when it was cut down, after being 
viewed by about 300 whites and 
200 negroes. The negroes express- 
ed gratification at his punish- 
ment. Dr. Wright and wife are among 
Monroe county’s most highly esteemed cit- 
izens.

Paragraph 20s-printing paper, unN- 
Sized—was struck out, and paragraph 3v6 
was amended so as to read: “Printing pa- 
per unsized, sized or giued, suitabie only 
for books and newspapers, 10 per cent ad 
valorem.”’ 

The next paragraph was one placing @ 
duty of 5 per cent on copying paper, llter- 
ing paper, silver paper, tissue paper, etc. 
The duty in the house bill was 25 per cent. 
The amendment of the finance committee 
was to make it 30 per cent. The amend- 
ment was agreed to with the understand- 
ing that it might be changed when the 
bill comes into the senate. 

The next paragraph-—jUs—-as to parcn- 
ment paper, etc., was, at the request ofr 
Mr. Gallinger, allowed to stand over for tne 
present without action 

The duty on paper envelopes (309) was 
fixed at 20 per cent; on paper aangings ana 
paper for screens or boards, writing paper 
or drawing paper, and all other paper not 
specially provided for, at WW per cent; on 
blank books vf all Kinds (311) 20 per cent; 
and on books, pamphlets, engravings, etc., 
not specially provided (for, 4 per cent; on 
playing cards (812) 10 cents per pack and ov 
per cent ac valorem, and on manutactures 
of paper not specially provided for (515), 
<U per cent. 

This finished schedule M, and schedule N— 
sundries—was taken up. There was 
no controversy over any item un- 
til shoe buttons were passed. At 
this point comes in the amend- 
inent of the finance committee to insert a 
new paragraph-—-bituminous coal and shale, 
40 cents per ton; coal slack or culm, such 
as will pass through a half inch screen, 15 
cents per ton. 

Some Fine Sarcasm, 

Mr. Hill moved to strike .ut the para- 
graph and to admit coal free of duty. He 
said that he presumed, from what had 
taken place in the last two weeks, that his 
motion would be defeated by a substantial- 
ly unanimous republican vote and by the 
votes of those democrats who seemed to be 
voting against the class of amendments. 
The country expected, he said, that a demo- 
cratic congress, in framing a tariff reform 
bill, would put bituminous coal on the free 
list; that was required, substantially, by the 
Chicago democratic platform. Every demo- 
cratic orator in the land who had spoken on 
the subject, had demanded free coal. If 
there was one thing more than another 
to which’ the democratic arty pstood sol- 
emnly pledged, it was to place raw material 
on the free list. He observed that. since 
he began his remarks, the senators who had 
charge of the measure had left their seats; 
he assumed that they had nothing to say 
in defense of a duty on coal: he was wait- 
ing to hear from them the plea that they 
had been bulldozed 
the dutiable Hist, and he would like to know 
what senators had stated that they would 
refuse to vote for the bill if coal should be 
put on the free list. ‘‘Let them be named,” 
said Mr. Hill, “that we may know who they 
are. If-we put this duty on coal, we go 
back on all democratic arguments uttered 
in years past; we virtually repudiate the 
platform adopted at Chicago, and we are 
brought into ridicule at the hands of the 
American people. Of course, it has been de- 
cided that my motion has to be defeated, 
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, but I trust that the little band which have 
stood together thus far in the senate for 


free raw material will stand their ground 
now, whether they. one, two ,three, four 
or five. A principle is involved in this 
amendment. It is at stake here, and I for 
one, even if I am alone, propose to stand 
up for that principle.’’ 

Mr. Vest, taking up Mr. Hill’s challenge, 
said that Mr. Hill “is opposed to this bill, 
so far as I understand, because it contains 
a provision for an income tax: and who 
asks for information as to what has caused 
cdal to be put on the dutiable list. We are 
here,” Mr. Vest continued, ‘‘to give infor- 
mation, but not to those who are as well 
informed as ourselv*s. The senator from 
New York knows as much in relation to 
the matter as we do; and, as a matter of 
course, his inquirv is not for information, 
but in order to elicit some statement which 
would antagonize the passage of this bil] 
in its entirety. I have had occasion to sar 
that there are a great many things in this 
bill which do not meet. my personal appro- 
val; but I deem it.my duty to look to the 
general result as to what will be for the 
best interest of the country to the largest 
degree. It is impossible for each senator 
to obtain all he wants in a great measure 
like this; but if I obtain the best that I can 
get in the right direction, while f may depre- 
cate and regret that I cannot go farther, I 
shall not hesitate as to how far 1 will gd. 
We are determined, if we can, to supplant 
the McKinley act with a better measure, 
and I am compelled to give up my opinion 
in favor of free coal and to take a duty 
of about one-half of what is imposed under 
the McKinley act. 

Hill and the Income Tax. 

Mr. Hill took exception to what Mr. Vest 
had said about his (Hill's) intention to vote 
against the bill because of his opposition 
to the income tax 

“Who,” Mr. Hill asked, in an angry tone. 
“is his informant? Whence comes this in- 
formation. of which he is the exclusive 
owner? What senator around this circle 
has dared to assure him of any such fact? 
What senator has dared to deliver my 
vote, one way or the other, on this bill? I 
am opposed to certain features of this bill. 
I am opposed, earnestly and conscientiously 
opposed, to that socialistic and populistic 
principle which has been engrafted on this 
bill—the income tax. But, while I have 
opposed that portion of the bill, no senator 
around this circle has a right to say that 
he understands that I am opposed to the 
whole bill.’’ 

Mr. Vest recalled the fact that the sen- 
ator from New York, in a carefully pre- 
pared address on the income tax, said that 
he could not and would not support a meas- 
ure that contained that provision; and as 
he (Mr. Vest) assumed that it would re- 
main in the bill—and he had no question 
but that it would—he thought he was au- 
thorized in saying that tre senator meant 
he would not vote for the bill. If he did 
not mean that, he (Mr. Vest) would be ex- 
ceedingly glad to know it. Nobody sena- 
rated from the senator in regard to any 
pending measure with more reluctance than 
himself. 

Mr. Hill challenged Mr. Vest to take his 
address to the senate on the income tax 
and point out a line or sentence in it from 
which he had a right to make that infer- 
ence. “I never said,’” he continued, “that 
I intended to support this bill if it .con- 
tained the income tax, nor did I say that I 
would not. I cross that bridge when I reach 
it, and no imgentous suggestion of the in- 
genious senator from Missouri will have 
me declare here and now what I will do 
when the final vote comes on this bill. God 
knows—no one can tell—what this bill will 
be when it passes the senate or what it will 
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within eazy reach.”

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be when it comes out of conference. I know 
not how many concessions are yet to be 
extorted from the finance 
know not how many other democratic prin- 
ciples have to be yielded at the dictation 
of some one—-no one knows who. There- 
fore, I reserve any expression of my views 
on this bill until I see what the bill is 
when it is presented to me as a finality. I 
understood the senator to say that no one 
Knows better than myseif how this para- 
graph to put coal on the dutiable list came 
to be made up. 1 do not know why he 
made that statement. I am not a member 
of the finance committee. I have attended 
but a very few times before that commit- 
tee. I have no more reason to know how 
it came to be made up than any other 
member of the senate. I do not know how 
a duty did come to be put upon coal. The 
very first report of the finance committee 
made to the democratic caucus contained 
a duty on coal. Therefore, nothing that 
took place in the three days’ democratic 
Caucus compelled the placing of coal on 
the dutiable list and nothing that took 
place in ail the subsequent hearings before 
the finance commiitee compelled it. I think 
it would be wiser and better for senators 
to come here and defend this provision, 
rather than attempt to apologize for it and 
excuse it. I have seen in the public press 
some portions of the testimony given last 
Saturday before the investigating 
committee by the senator from 
Missouri. Certain wrong impressions are 
liable to be made by what the senator «> 
intentionally or inadvertently he states in 
substance, 1 understood him lw suy, ur . .- 
low it to be inferred that, after the famous 
three day’s conference of democratic sena- 
tors, at which it is conceded no conclusion 
was reached, certain senators waited in the 
finance committee—Senators Gorman, 
Smith, Brice, Caffery and myself. From the 
manner in which this testimony is given it 
would seem that we went there in a body. 
No such thing ever occurred. I was iuvited 
there to give my views by some messenger 
from the committee, saying that I was de- 
sired there. I went alone. | went in compa- 
ny with no one—although I do not want it 
to be inferred that I am ashamed of such 
excellent company. A discussion took place 
in an informal way on the sugar questiun 
principally.

At a time when the good men of both

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Dangerous Reasoning. 

A sympathizer with Mr. Wiman wants 
him pardoned at once because he is a 
good and a useful man whose crime was 
only a “technical offense.” 

The point is made that the laws goy- 
erning such crimes as usually grow out 
of business relations were made in the 
remote past, and our different mejhods 
of business have outgrown those laws. 
While the law in many cCases presumes 
the intent from certain facts, it should 
be recollected that the relative attitudes 
of the law and of society have shifted 
of late years. Mr. Wiman’s sympathizer 
reasons about the case in the folowing 
fashion:

knowing that its prac- 
changed within a few 
years—that ‘“‘crimes’’ such as that of Mr. 
Wiman are common in practice and vary- 
ing in results in very much of modern busi- 
ness—seems unwilling to relax or modity 
the old sanctions, the old presumptions and 
constructions of law made for a business 
society with widely different practices. It 
seems determined to hold these old limita- 
tions over men’s heads in terrorem, and 
drop them—on whom? On the men who 
have made money and can afford to pay? 
Not at all, but on that hopeless pariah in 
modern society—the unsuccessful man. So- 
ciety is an abominable pharisee, and imag- 
ines it clears itself by driving an occasional 
scapegoat into the wilderness. 

French society furnished an eminent ex- 
ample of this damnable hypocrisy when it 
visited a hopeless sentence of ignominy on 
De Lesseps for having been stricken by 
Gisaster in ccnducting a colossal business 
and engineering enterprise according to a 
standard of business which that society itself 
had established. New York society is doing 


precisely the same thing, on 2 smaller scale, 
‘ 


in the Wiman case. 

The trouble is that this Liberal view 
would lead to the acquittal of every 
man of good character who secretly 
uses other people’s money, intending to 
replace it, but who is prevented from 
doing so by some unexpected event.. The 
only safe plan is to stick to the old rules 
of law which have’ stood the test of 
time. When the evidence shows that a 
man is guilty he should be convicted, 
but if his crime is only technical and 
has injured nobody, or if the defendant 
has been misled by the apparent wil- 
lingness of the persons most interested 
to allow him to use their names and 
their money, then the judge should im- 
pose a very light sentence or the gov- 
ernor should issue a pardon. 

The law under which Wiman was con- 


victed is all right. If the circumstances 
of the case show that the defendant is 
entitled to clemency he will doubtless 
get it. The press and the people seem 
disposed to deal very tenderly with 
him, and it is not likely that he will be 
very severely punished.

Industrial Progress. 

Whenever a new labor-saving ma- 
chine is invented somebody comes to the 
frout with a protest, and predicts that 
the time is coming when machinery 
will do all the work and leave’ the 
masses unable to get employment. 

We have never seen a better answer 
to this than Colonel Jacobson, of Chi- 
cago, gave in bis recent address before 
the St. Louis manual training school. 
The speaker said: 

If you take the census report of 1890 you 
will find that in the states where machin- 
ery is used the people are rich, and that in 
the states where little or no machinery 1s 
used the people are poor. Massachusetts, 
full of machinery, has a per capita wealth 
of $1,252. Virginia, with lHttle machinery, 
has a per capita wealth of jo21. Rhode 
land, full of machinery, $1,450 per capita; 
North Carolina, with no machinery, $361; 
Connecticut, $1,119; South Carolina, $348; 
New York, $1,430; Georgia, $464; New Jer- 
sey, $1,000; Alabama, $412; Pennsylvania, 
$1,177; Mississippi, $352. 

Hand labor and poverty go together. 
Wealth follows machinery, and where 
little machinery is used wages are low. 
Wages are much higher in New Eng- 
land than in the agricultural — states. 
England has more machinery than con- 
tinental Europe and in consequence has 
higher wages, while in this country, 
Which leads in machine production, wa- 
are higher than ahywhere in- the 
world. Colonel Jacobson gave these fig 
ures: 

in the United States, in consequence of 
machinery, which is constantly improving, 
the productive power of each factory ofr- 
ative has tripled i840. The working- 
man’s present comforts have come chiefly 
through the productive power of machin- 
ery and his hope for greater comfort lies 
in machinery still more productive. 

In 1840 the average wages in this country 
were about 80 cents a day, and cotton cloth 
was worth 16 cents a yard. A laborer could, 
therefore, earn in a day what would buy 
five vards of cotton cloth. The farmer who 
at that time sold his wheat for 45 cents a 
bushel could buy three yards of cotton cloth 
for a bushel of wheat. By means of inven- 
tions and labor-saving devices cotton cloth 
is now selling at 6 cents a yard, so that in- 

of five yards the eighty-cent laborer 
would today get thirteen yards for his day’s 
but wages have doubled since thev 
now average $1.60 per day, and, there- 
instead of thirteen yards the laborer 
gets for his day’s work twenty-six yards 
of cotton cloth, where in 1840, he could earn 
only enough to buy five yards. The farmer 
who now his bushel of wheat for 48 
cents buys eight yards of cotton cloth for 
the bushel instead of three yards, as in 
1840. In other words, what the wage earner 
0. 13840 could buy ef machine-made cotton 
cloth for his day’s iabor was as five are to 
twenty-six, of what he can buy today. 
What the farmer could buy in 1840 compared 
to 1893 is as three are to eight. 

If we take the case of the farmer who 
uses improved machinery, whereby he raises 
times as many bushels of wheat 
per man as is possible by hand labor alone, 
the case is still stronger. 

Labor-saving devices create new 
Wants and furnish new employments. 
They save labor in one direction, but 
create the necessity for new labor in 
other directions. Every new invention 
furnishes new employment. It will be 
found that whenever a new factory 
starts anywhere the people of the town 
and surrounding country rejoice. The 
farmers welcome it because the factory 
operatives make a market for farm 
products. The farmers then find a 
ready sale for vegetables, fruit, chick- 
ens and eggs, as well as their grain. 

Machinery is being applied with won- 
derful success to farming. One man in 
the west can raise as much wheat 
ten men could produce twenty-five years 
azo. On a Minnesota farm a machine 
and binds wheat twenty times 
quicker than the farmer could have done 
it a few years ago. This is genuine in- 
dustrial We need only so 
much food a year, and if it ean be pro- 
auced by fewer people those who aban- 
don the farm will go into other oceupa- 
There is no limit to the demand 
for manufactured articles. The more 
we have the more we want. There is 
no over-production in this line. Millions 
of people stand ready to consume all 
the products of all the factories of the 
country, and if they do not consume 
them now it is because our currency 
has been contracted to such an inade- 
quate volnme that there is not enough 
to facilitate the exchanges of our prod- 
ucts. If we had even such a per capita 
circulation as we had twenty-five years 
the whole eountry would he on a 
and if had free silver and 
State banks of issue this would be the 
busiest and land on 
the glohe. need not 
he felt here for a century to come. — All 
that we have to do is to seek for new 
markets and reach out for the trade of 
hundreds of millions of consumers in 
Spanish-Americea, Japan and China. We 
must secure this trade, and we shall 
need more labor-saving machinery to 
meet its demands.

“I am very sorry, indeed, that I cannot 
go to New York,” said Governor Northen. 
“Nobody could be more thoroughly in sym- 
pathy with the objects of that meeting than 
1 am and I appreciate the compliment of 
having been asked to preside over the de- 
liberations. This engagement is, however, 
one of long standing and makes it neces- 
sary for me to decline.” 

A great deal of interest is manifested in 
this New York meeting. The people of the 
south believe that the showing the south- 
ern states have made during the hard times 
of the past year has been such as to war- 
rant their pointing to it with pride—that 
is, of course, speaking in a comparative 
sense: and they believe that there is every 
reason to expect that as soon as the tide 
does turn, we in the south will get the 
benefit of it.

He has the repuaty 
tion of being one of the best practical 
miners in Colorado, having been in the 
state since the early seventies, and having 
been employed at Leaciville, Aspen, Ouray 
and other noted mining camps. It was 
Smith who had charge of the Empire mine 
at Aspen during the fight for possession 
of that property. Smith’s parting words 
to the Cripple Creek miners as he put spurs 
to his horse when peace was declared and 
sie made for the cover of the hills, were: 
‘Goodby, boys; if we don’t meet here again 
We may mit in h—. ”

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UNDER A WRONG NAME 


The New York Suicide Was Not A. J. Otey, 
and Was Not from Atlanta. 


WAS G. W. M’CORMACK, OF CHARLESTON, 


Twice Identiffedin New York Yesterday, 
Once as Jasper J. Beall, of Atlanta. 
His Real Identity. 


The man who registered at a New York 
hotel as “A, J. Otey, of Atlanta,” and 
killed himself on Sunday, was positively 
identified as two difterent men yesterday. 

The first to identify him was a young 
woman with a romantic story, and she 
Said he was Jasper J. Beall, of Atlanta. 

The last identification was by District 
Attorney Battle, and he said the dead man 
was G. W. McCormack, of Charleston, 8. 
C. Battle was right. 

The story of the suicide as it was read in 
-anta yesterday awoke a great deal of 
interest. There was a great deal of specu- 
lation as to the man’s identity. The Con- 
Stitution exhausted every effort to find out 
who he was. 

Here is the story from New York: 

‘New York, June 18.—It developed 
morning that there is a tinge of romance 
connected with the suicide of the man who 
registered as A. J. Otey, of Atlanta, Ga., 
at Smith & MecNeill’s hotel last night. 

‘A young woman called at the hotel 
this morning and asked permission to view 
the remains, saying that perhaps she might 
be able to identify them. She said she 
had read the story of the suicide in the 
morning papers and if her surmise was 
correct she knew the dead man. She ex- 
plained further that Jasper J. Beall, with 
whom she had been intimately acquainted 
at one time, went under the name of A. 
Otey. He was a southern man, she said, 
and for many years had lived in Atlanta 
with his stepmother, Mrs. Alexander Beall. 
About three years ago, she continued, he 
came north and located in Perth Amboy, 
N. J., where he became editor of The 
Perth Amboy Argus. Later he severed his 
connection with this paper and went to 
live in South Amboy. About a year ago 
he left this place and returned again to 
the south, remaining there until a few days 
previous to his suicide 

“The woman was taken the under- 
taking establishment where the body i 
and identified it as Jasper J. Beall. 
gave her name to Superintendent Wardell, 
of Smith & MsNeill’s hotel only upon con- 
dition that he would keep it secret. 

“It is understood that she related to 
him also the fact that they had been sweet- 
hearts at ‘one time and ‘were engaged 
be married; that for some reason the 
broke off the engagement. It was at 
time that Beall returned to the south. 
returned four days ago and called upon the 
girl and renewed his suit, requesting also 
an early marriage. 

“The girl declined to have anything to do 
With him and he left her. She heard noth- 
ing of him or from him until today. She 
was much affected by the discovery at the 
undertaking rooms. It is understood the 
girl’s home is in Perth Amboy, that she 
belongs to an excellent family and that she 
is both pretty and cultured. 
ry telegram was received at the hotel 
this ‘morning from Charleston, S. C., signed 
by William J. McCormack, asking if the 
body had been identified. All of the dead 
man’s linen was markea “G. W. Mce..” 
Which suggests that he may have been 
passing himself off as G. W. McCormck. 
The lady who identified the body also 
unteered the information that Silas Jack- 
son, Of Kingstree, S. C., is the dead man’s 
most intimte friend.”’

“‘New York, June 18.—The man who com- 
mitted suicide at Smth & MeNeill’s hotel, 
and who was identified this morning as 
Jasper Beall, of Atlanta, Ga., has again 
been identified as another man. Assistant 
District Attorney Battle saw the body at 
noon today and positvely identified it as 
that of George W. McCormack, @ lawyer 
of Charleston, S. C.”’ 

Sketch of the Suicide. 


“Charleston, S. C., June 18—George W. 
McCormack, who committed suicide in New 
York Sunday night, was a native of this 
city and about twenty-eight years of age. 
He Was graduated from the University of 
Virginia and had been practicing law here 
for five years.. He was one of the brightest 
young lawyers at the Charieston bar and 
promised to attain eminence in the profes- 
Sion. -He was a man of the highest char- 
acter and good social position. For a year 
past he had been in bad health ana had 
been under a physician’s treatment for 
this time. His ailment was acute dyspep- 
sia, Which produced at times fits of great 
mental depression, and his suicide is at- 
tributed by friends here, who knew of his 
Physical condition, to mental aberration, 
produced by ill health.

He apparently lived happily and un- 
doubtedly was prospering in his profession. 
His friends believe that he was témpo- 
rarily out of his.mind. The remains will be 
brought south tomorrow by friends.’’

“Crack”’ Johnson, not without a name in 
police circles, is having more trouble.

A statute which 
undertakes to make it the duty of incorpor-

is violative of the general private right ot 
this state by all persons, 
natural or artificial, from time immemorial 
and is utterly void and of no effect. Lib- 
erty of speech and of writing is secured 
by the constitution, and incident thereto is 
the correiqtive liberty of silence, not less 
important nor less sacred. Statements or 
communications, oral or written, wanted 
for private information, cannot be coerced 
by mere legislative mandate at the will of 
one of the parties and againsi t'e will of 
the other. Compulsory private discovery, 
even from corporations, enforced, not by 
suit or action, but by statutory terror, is 
not sllowable where rights are under the 
guardianship of due proc:4s of law.

The Bombay re- 
ceipts for the half week w=re 15,()0, against 
Lk,0u0 for the same time last vear. Port 
receipts 1,475, against 2,577 this day last 
week and 6,414 lest year. Thus far this 
week 3,137, against 6,375 for the same time 
last week. Icxports today were 130 to Great 
Britain and 3,756 to the continent. Spot 
cotton here was 1-l6c lower. Sales 757 for 
spinning. Southern spot markets were very 
quiet, but in many cases they were report- 
ed steady. Today’s features: Kain in Geor- 
via, South Carolina, North Carolina and 
Tennessee, as well as in other parts of 
the cotton sections east of the Mississippi, 
had a depressing effect. The advices from 
Liverpool were also rather more favorable 
to the bears. The speculation was still on 
a small scale.
